Dorsey Gives the Details of the 
Garfield Campaign. — 


| More than $2,000,000 was Raised and Used, 


with Garfield’s Knowledge, Nearly Half of 
the Money in Indiana—The Celebrated 
Fifth Avenue Conference—Why John Sher- 
man Compelled Hayes to Yeto the Funding 
Bill—Dorsey Protests Against Mac Veagh’s 
Appointment. 


_ By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, July 16.—The Sun to-day con- 
tains a dispatch from. Washington. which 
gives what purports to be extracts from the 
budget of Stephen W. Dorsey, showing the 
pledges Garfield made to secure his election. 
It begins by saygng: ‘The sequence of some 
events that had their beginning with the 
nomination of Garfield was ended with the 
verdict in the recent Star Route trials... Two 
of the defendants in these trials were so in- 
timately connected with the Republican ean- 
vass of 1880, and oneof them at least, so 


connected because of his relations with the 
Star Route contractors, that the very re- 
markable history of that canvass has been 
really in their power’ to tell. They have both 
refrained from doing so, because they were 
under fire, and because they knew. that 
they had the sympathy of many 
of the leading Repuoplican politicians. Both 
Brady ana Dorsey have over and over again 
received assurances from these managers of 
synipathy, not infrequently. 
COUPLED WITH THE ASSERTION 
that no case of ingratitude is known that 
compares with that of the administration, 
which was not only willing but anxious to 
secure all the aid these two defendants 
could give during the canvass, and then, hay- 
ing obtained that aid, was willing to turn 
around and persecute them. Whatever 
wrong there may have -been in the Star 
Route contract system, the Republican mana- 
zers in 1880 either knew or suspected, and 
hey were then ready to get such advantages 
therefrom as were possible. It is not to be 
wondered at, therefore, that both Dorsey 
and Brady feel to-day anything but grati- 
tude toward the party they did so much to 
keep in power, nor can the defendants in the 
recent trials be held as Cyne unfaithful, if 
from them some of the very remarkable 
results of the most remarkable canvass are 
jearned.

failed to assist them. All this occurred 
some months before the Chicago convention. 
It was well known that Brady favored the 
NOMINATION OF BLAINE, 
while Dorsey professed to be earnestly for 
Grant. The story goes on to say that Gar- 
ficld’s name was first mentioned for the 
Presidency by aclub organized in Philadel- 
phig by Wharton Barkes, for the purpose of 
refenting the nomination of Grant or 
laine. When Garfield was spoken , of, 
Wayne MacVeagh, a memberof the club, 
opposed him on the ground tliat his revord in 
connection with the Credit Mobiler and De 
Golyer matters would act against him.

eonference. Dorsey had presented to the 
Republican managers, including Garfield, his 
views respecting the canvass, To his think- 
ing, there were two necessities. One was 
money; the other, the codperation of the 
New York Stalwarts. The two were linked. 
Dorsey said that no money could be raised 
without the codperation of the New York 
men, and, on the other hand, with that co- 
operation, combined with certain honeyed 
inducements, any amount could be raised.

THE FRENCH REPUBLIC. 

Paris has just unveiled with great eclat a 
statue of the Republic. It is the figure of a 
majestic woman wearing a laurel crown and 
Phrygian cap, holding upward in her right 
hand the olive branch of peace, while her 
left resis upon a shield incribed, ‘The 
Rights of Man.” Around this figure are 
grouped “Liberty, Equality and Fraternity,” 
-@ bronze lion guarding the urn of universal 
suffrege, and bas reliefs commemorating the 
great Republican events of French history. 
The people of Paris greeted it with fetes and 
huzzas, and there is no reason to doubt that 
the Republic is still strong in the hearts of 
the Frerich people, but an impression is 
abroad among the statesmen of other nations 
that it is nearing dangerous breakers. It 
has had to carry the enormous load of debt 
imposed upon France by the Frauco-Prussian 
war and the Second Empire. It has 
been compelled to maintain a _ giant 
standing army, always a menace to 
a Republic. To meet these exhausting 
drains upon the resources of the country, 
and to lay a new foundation for national ex- 
Patision and future relief, it has been com- 
pelied to enter upon a colonial acquisition 
that has aroused the jealousy of neighbor- 
‘ng nations, . 

This course should be @ guarantee that the 
national necessity and yearning for enlarge- 
ment will not be at their expense or by en- 
croachment upon them, bat they refuse to 
take that view of it. The acquisition of 
Tunis angered Italy and enabled Brsmanck

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| LOUGH would regain his strength sufficient- 


sition to take the most serious aud exagger- 
ated view of every rumor about the conduct 
of the French officers towards British ships 
and subjects on the coast of Madagascar. 

Itis evidently the policy of the Republic 
to keep peace with near neighbors by find- 
ing an outlet in Asiaand Africa for French 
conmitierce and colonial enterprise, and if 
‘they are wisé her neighbors will encourage 
rather than thwart that policy. The toss of 
vast colonial pdssessions contributed greatly 
to the overthrow of the Bourbons and the 
establishment of the first Republic. If 
Europe now combines to forbid French ac- 
quisition in other quarters of the world, the 
pent upenergy of France may again explode 
in war for the acquisition of adjacent ter- 
ritory, and she may develop another NAPo- 
LEON about the time that old BismMARCK 
and Von MoLTKE pass from the stage of 
action. Peace has been the practice of the 
Republic so far, and is still its motto. When 
the Republic falls by the machinations of 
European cabinets, it will be succeeded by 
another military monarch and another era of 
European wars. 


A GREAT deal has been said in the news- 
papers about the illness of Mr. JoHn Mc- 
CULLOUGH, the popular actor—the only man 
left to the American stage of heroic mold 
capable of presenting the tragic dramas 
which made the fame of MAacREADY and 
Forrest. Mr. McCuLtoueas broke down 
last spring under thestrain of hard work. 
That most delicate of much-abused organs, 
the liver, was largely to blame for the col- 
lapse. He retired in April to the quiet home 
ofafriend at Quincy, Ill, where-it was 
hoped he would seon regain strength and 
vigor. He failedto build up, as was 6x- 
pected, and recently he was caught in a 
shower while out exercising, and the hope of 
an early return to health has been aban- 
doned by his friénds. Haying been a hale, 
hearty man all his life, and having broken

the Parks, Beer Gardens and 
Other Resorts.

How the People Pass the Sabbath—Open Air 
Recreation—One=Third of the Inhabitants 
Seek Amusement in Various Unoffending 
Ways—Sunshine and Fresh Air the Public’s 
Desire—Facts and Figures for the Admirers 
of Blue Sunday. 


‘ 


With aview to ascertaining how far the 
people of St. Louis spend Sunday afternoons 
out of doors, and in pursuit of what has been 
termed “worldly pleasure,” Post-Dispatcu 
reporters were yesterday detailed to visit all 
those points where Sunday crowds do most 
congregate. The canvass was made thorough- 
ly, and the estimates of attendance will be 
found as nearly accurate as pussible, while 
in sume instances the figures given are 
official. Many of the small parks and minor 
resorts were omitted in the expedition, but 
facts were gained that show that fully 100,- 
000.people each Sunday find relaxation and 
recreation in the public and private parks of 


Forest Park. 
As Forest Park was entered at 4 o’clock 
the broad smooth roadways in every direc- 


tion were fairly alive with carriages. 
Pouncing under the trees, the _ re- 
porter noticed in ai random drive 
upwards of a hundred family picnic 
parties. Spring wagonsand vehicles of all 
shapes permitted in the page had been util- 
ized to bring the parties out early in the 
morning for a full day’s pleasure, 25 was 


shown by the presence of hampers, long | 


since rifled of their good thfngs. Reclining 
in aleafy chamber formed by the interlac- 
ing tops of Jofty trees, a dozen young men 
smoked cigarettes and idly contemplated the 
bicycles on which they had made the trip. A 
few yards away, a party of young ladies 
in attractive summer attire were making 
merry at archery, while the.old folks looked 
contentedly on, and severai small children, 
exhausted in the chase for pieasure, slept 
placidly on the ground. Another place 
where several families had evidently com- 
bined for a day’s pieasuré, a young lady, 
true to her nature, was rearranging her hair, 
in the reflection of a little round mirror hung 
toa tree, while her late companion in the 
game of ‘copenhagen’ awaited the comple- 
tion of repairs to resume their harmless sport. 
“We have no way get at the 
attendance,” said a mounted policeman, “‘be- 
cause there are 80 many entrances, but | 
have been out here for a long time and I 
would estimate that on a good Sunday like 
this the park is visited by from 1,200 to 1,500 
vehicles. Several hundred people, generaliy 
family parties, come out here every Sunday 
onthe Wabash trains. by the way, whata 
shame it is that the park commissioner 
seeins unable to force the Wabash to build a 
depot here, in accordance with their com- 
pact when they were granted right of way 
through the park. If the elevated railway 
or the Narrow Gauge ran to the park, there 
would be 20,000 people here every Sunday, 
working people, 1 mean, who cannot afford 
avehicie. A common streetcar line would 
have more business than it could attend to, 
unless it ran cars every minute. At Col. 
Herbert’s club-house the breezy verandahs 
were crowded with Sunday pleasure-seekers 
of the very best class, the majority of whom 
were drinking beer.. Mr. Herbert said that 
up to that hour, 4:30 p.m., his place had 
been visited ne about 800 vehicles, the 
greater number being family parties. 


Tower Grove: 
The best way to reach ‘Tower Grove Park 
from Forest Park is to leave the park from 


the south entrance and take the dirt road 
leading through Sheltenham. On the drive 
to the east gate of ‘Tower Grove the reporter 
counted the vehicles en route for Forest 
Park witha result of 146. The keeper of 
the Tower Grove gate has ceased his old 
habit of making a count of all vehicles 
going in and out, ,but to the ce- 

orter said: “The attendance this afternoon 

as been as large to-day as on any Sunday 
this summer. ou mightroughly estimate 
it at 1,200 vehicies. There are so many Car- 
riages and barouches, that three people to a 
vehicle would be a fair estimate. The 
coaches have been doing a good business all 
day, and the three lines of street cats ap- 
proaching the park have brought out at lexst ' 
800 people, mostly children. 

Around the music stand, where an excel- 
lent band renders a concert programme each 
Sunday, carriages were densely inassed, and 
at the hour of the reporter’s visit, 5 p. m., at 
least 1,000 people were enjoying the meivd- 
ious strains and the audieuce were constant- 
ly shifting, there being a nheariy general 


of eaeh selection, the places of the depart- 
ures being promptly filled by recent arrivals. 
‘The pedestrians, of whom there were per- 
haps 500, remained in their shady seats un- 
der the trees, and listened to the programme 
thréughout. Nothing in the line of refresh- 
ments can be obtained at ‘ower Grove, 
but the popular resorts just outside of 
the gates, notably Andy Auer’s, on 
Grand avenue, were doing au immense busi- 
ness. The latter has quite an extensive gar- 
den attacbed to his place, and enjoyed an 
average patronage of people throughout 
the afternoon hours. A fair majority of the 
carriages emerging from the park were 
stopped here, while the horses were watered, 
and beer was brought to the occupants by 
the outside waiters. 


At the Base fiall Park. 

At the base ball park at least 14,000 gath- 
ered to witness the game. The crowd was 
quiet, orderly and respectable. As an evi- 
dence of this fact it may be stated that, al- 
though crowds averaging 10,000 people have 
been in aitendance every Suuday during 
base ball weather for the iast three years, no 
disturbance of any kind has ever occurred.

Lafayette Park. 

A close estimation, arrived at by street- 
car calculation and questioning the officers 
doing duty in Lafayette Park, put the 
attendance yesterday at between 10,000 and 
12,000. In the morning the benches were oc- 
cupied by nurses, mothers and children and 
that large ciass of young men rooming in 
down-town buildings and breakfasting at 


down-town restaurants, who weekly seek 
the cool, shady spots in the park to read the 
papers. During the afternoon the attend- 
ace became more miscellaneous.

Tony Faust’s 

At Tony Faust’s last night and ail day yes- 
terday the crowd was fully up to the average.

In the gen- 
tlemtnes dining-rooni 44, and in the Jadies’ 
dining-rcom 17 were counted at the same 
time. The number in the bar-room could 
hardly be ascertained. but if taken with the 
crowd that stood on the pavement about the 
doors, it would fall little short of 250.

_ “They are coming in and going out all the 
time, and I think they will change complete- 
ly about every hour.” 

The people who visit this resort are of a 
substantial character. They are largely of 
foreign extraction and intermingled with, 
some very wealthy and elegant people, you 
will find the bone and sinew of the citys 
The merchant and the professional man as 
well as the printer and the cigar maker may 
be seen in the terrace with his wife and his 
little daughter, sipping the wine and drink- 
ing the beer. 

Carondelet Park. 

The manifold beauties of this, the third 
driving park in extent in this city, are 
known to comparatively few of the people 
of St, Louis. It is. rather difficult.of ap- 
proach, or rather difficult to ‘find, and a few 
guide posts used in that quarter of the city 
would be appreciated by pleasure seekers. 
The people of Carondelet have long under- 


stood the beauties of the place. Park Coni- 
missioner Weigel has devoted much atten- 
tion to it, and its graceful drives ana bean- 
tiful vistas . already commence to 
rival Tower Grove, the superb. When 
visited yesterday afternoon family pic- 
nic parties were observed scattered through- 
out the beautiful groves, and there was a 
constant stream of vehicles sweeping ever 
the graveled drives. ‘The park-kéeper one 
Sunday counted 600 vehicles enter the east 
gate. What is wanted is a street-car connec- 
tion with Carondelet avenue and this would 
at once become one of the most popular of our 
system of breathing spots. 


On the Bridge. 

Approaching the ticket office. at about 
seven o'clock, shortly after the night officer 
had taken charge, the reporter asked: 

‘How many promenaders have been on the 


bridge to-day ? 

“IT don’t know,” he answered ; ‘about 4,000

The sexton explained this 
by stating that the people did not remain in 
the cemetery very long asa rule. “They 
visit the graves of their departed friends,’ 
he said, “and after staying a short time the 


go home again.” , 

“Do you keep a record of the number of 
people who visit the cemetery?” 

“No, we keep no account of visitors; but 
I think there must haye been 4,000 or 5,000 
people here to-day, and during the months 
of May and June the number of visitors is 
far greater than in this month.”’ 

“How do you account for that?” 

“Well.in the early part of the season, whén 
improvements are being made, people gen- 
erally have more interest in the cemetery. 
Now, since the hot weather is on hand, they 
aon’t come out so much.” 

“Do any, come here on Sunday simply to 
spénd the day?” 

“Very few. The interest they feel in 
their friends who are buried here is what 
brings most of thein out. If you take a walk 
through the grounds you may be able to form 
an idea of what brings so many people here 


on Sunday.” 

Following the suggestion, the reporter 
soon found himseif vunan elevation where 
the absence of small trees and spreveey 
permitted an extended range of vision on all 
sides.

and threes stretch themselves upon the 
grass, rést and smoke. Handsoiné carriages, 
occupied by elegant people, driving slowly 
to and fro and stopping occasionally to 
view the family lot, complete the scene. 

The superintendent when asked for an 
estimate of the number of people whe visited 
the Cemetery on Sunday said: 

“Not so Wany as a person would think 
from observation. Before we commenced to 
keep an account of visitors, I thought that 
not less than 1,000 carriages dreve in here 
every month. Since we began to keep record 
at the beginning of the year, I find that the 
number does not exce 500. The number 
ot carriages to-day ig 187, and the mumber of 
foot passengers 342. In all, I think about 
1,000 people come here on a Sunday.”’ 


At Koerner’s Garden, 

formerly Staehlin’s, 2,000 people were seated 
between eight and nine o’clock last evening, 
listening to the orchestra and watching the 
display of fireworks. Mr. Koerner, the pro- 
prietor, was seen and said: ‘‘l think I have 
a right to keep open, and if I have I will 
spend every cent | make to establish my 
right. This place is orderly. I do not have 
any police officers here because I have no 
need of them, To-day I caiculate between 
5,000 and 6,000 people visited the garden and 
there was not the slightest trouble.’”’ ‘This 
garden, located in a more guies portion of the 
city than others of its kind, is largely patron- 
ized by the residents of the southern portion 
of the city, though the car lines running in 
that locality brought large loads after night- 
fall from the central portion of the city. The 
people seated in the main portion of the 
garden, under the large pavilion, came in 
families, and while cider members lunched 
and talked near the music-stand, the children 
romped about on the dancing-stand wateh- 
Ing the fireworks. On the.outside aisles the 
tables were principally occupied by parties 
of youbg couples. 


Uhrig’s Cave. 

Sunday night always finds Uhrig’s Cave 
crowded during the opera season. ‘‘What 
more rational way to spend a Sunday even- 
ing?’ said Manager Short. ‘‘Here we have, 
according to the box-oflice receipts, close on 
to 1,000 people, sitting here under the trees 
ir beer and lemonade, keeping 
cool and listening to a first-class opera. Many 


of these people have no other time to visit 
the cave, being detained on week nights by 
business. Tocloseus'up would be to de- 
prive these people of the brighest evening 
in their week.”” A glance at the audience 
showed it to have been recruited from the 
highly respectable and well-to-do classes, 
Stoddard addition had contributed freely to 
the throng, and it was equal in every respect 
to the assemblages of the week. 


Benton Park, 
which rivals Lafayette for beauty, but is 
not well known throughout the city, is be- 
coming a popular resort.

Yesterday fully 
2,000 people sought the shady seats, and of 
this number, 1,500 were residents of the vi- 
cinity. 


The Water-Works. 

At the high service water-works a good 
number of visitors were strolling about all 
day examining the new buildings in course 
of erection and satisfying their intuitive no- 
tions of sublimity by gazing on the powerful 
machinery in operation. An actual count 
showed sixty-three visitors at the works at 
four o’clock. When the engineer was asked 
how many peuple reported there on a Sun- 


day he said: “‘About 1,000, I guess. They 
are around here most ali day as thick as they 
are right now, and sometimes thicker.” 
Looking over the register the reporter found 
the names of John Isaacs, Henry Cheatham, 
Jas.

The number of people leaving the city by 
rail on Sunday forms no sinall part of the 
weekly exodus of the heat and dust-ridden 
population. Yesterday morning, at the Un- 
ion Depot, was exceptionally lively because 
ofthe éxéursions to the National Saenger 
fest at Buffalo. The 0. & M. secured the 
contract to carry the local societies that went 
to the fest, and, as @ matter of course. 
the greater number of visitors went by 
that route alse. Besides the three reguiar 
daily trains, one in the morning and two in 
the evening, two special trains were run 
through to Buffalo solid. carrying the sing- 
ers and bands, and enough visitors to swell 
the number to $00. the three regular 
trains enough moré jeft with the $12 50 tick- 
els in their pockets to make the total pil- 
grimage to Buffalo at least 1,000.

Louisiana, Mo. 
Cofrespondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

LOUISIANA, Mo., July 14.—The most dam- 
aging wind and rain storm for years visited 
Louisiana and vicinity on Friday afternoon, 
commencing a littie after four o’clock and 
lasting an hour, during which time the wind 
was terrific and the rain fell in torrents, 
causing considerable loss of property. The 
most serious was the destruction of the Col- 
orved Methodist Church, a frame structure, 
costing about $2,500, and comparatively a 
new building. It isa total loss. The M. E. 


Church, South, building was partially un- 
roofed and otherwise damaged. Parks’ new 
brick buiiding,*in course of construction, 
had the front wall blown in and considerably 
damaged. The Tinsley Tobacco Manufactur- 
ingCompany’s large brick building was part- 
ly unroofed. The Freeman box factory had 
its smoke-stack blown down and building 
injured. E. M. Craig’s dwelling house 
was very badiy wrecked. The La 
Crosse Lumber Company hada raft break 
loose, but it was secured in a damaged condi- 
tion, and much lumber was_ scattered in 
every direction through theip ‘yard. Nearly
